Back in the year 1883 there was 
an English clergyman, The Rev. 
I. Barham Zincke, one of the 
“chaplains in ordinary” to Queen 
Victoria. He published a phamphs 
let in which he gave his views of 
what the world would be like a 
century from then — that is to 
say, itt 1983. 

. By that time, according to his 
calculations, there. will be a 
thousand millions of English-speak- 
ing people in the world — 800 mil- 
lion in the United States, 64 mil- 
lion in Canada, 48 million in Aus- 


tralia, 16 million in South Africa 
and 70 million in the United 
Kingdom. 


Among these thousand million, 
he thought, there will be no savag- 
es, no serfs, no slaves and very 
few drones or Sybarites. All will 
be able to read and write and in- 
clined to turn such knowledge to 
good account. They will all occupy 
their own land and manage their 
political affairs. They will 
have a high standard of morality 
and have women occupying a far 
higher position than they did at the 


own

since he made these prophecies; and

Of dourse we have ourselves to 
blame—but why? Because for s0 
many years farmers couldn’t even 
make ends meet so that income tax, 
they felt, was one thing that did not 
concern them at all. The govern- 
ment knew this and left them to sink 
or swim according to their ability. 
But during the war, and for some 
time after it, farmers were doing 
better; they were able to catch up on 
their debts and to enjoy some of the 
privileges customary to their city 
cousins. During the war the govern: 
ment let well alone—it was more con- 
cerned in keeping ‘the farms pro- 
ducing than in collecting income tax. 
But now it's a different story. The 
Department of National Revenue 
knows there are some farmers who 


and concise picture of farm finances. 
They are not intended for day by day 
bookkeeping but rather for monthly 
summaries and deal only with ¢x- 
penditure that is allowable on income 
tax returns. Of course to be able to 
make these’ summaries, daily or 
weekly accounts are also necessary— 
and for that purpose the little black 
notebook that so many farmers carry 
around in their insde pocket does 
very well! Fifty cents worth ef black 
wire or a bottle of medicine for a 
sick cow doesn’t amount to much at 
the time but such items added up 
over 2 twelve-month period can make 
all the difference on the expense side 
of a farm account book.

Keep Poinsettias 
For Next Christmas 


Christmas poinsettias may be 
saved after the “flowers” have died 
and, with a little care, will bloom 
the following Winter. The with- 
cred “flowers” are cut off and the 
amount of water reduced. From 
the first of February until May 
the plants are not watered. 

In May, when the weather is 
settled and all danger of frost is 
past, the poinsettias are pruned 
back hard and repetted in\a mix- 
ture of loamy soii, sand and a 
very little bonemeal, and placed 
in a shady place for the summer. 
They are pruned again before the 
first of August, if too much 
growth is made. 

The cuttings, too, may be plant- 
ed, as they often root easily if kept 
moist and will make blooming-size 
plants in a short time. 


Add a little salt to the first 
water in which spinach is washed. 
It will not have to be washed 
nearly so many times.

Help Increase 


Experiments have been under- 
taken at the Dominion Experiment- 
al Station, Prince George, B.C, to 
determine the value and the need 
for bees in the seed production of 
alsike clover. It was found that 
where honey bees were present the 
yield of alsike seed was twenty 
times as high as where no bees were 

In the fields Where both 
mative wild bees and honey bees 
\. re present in large numbers the 
seed yield of alsike was four times 
as high as here only the honey 
bees were cvailable for pollination. 
The result shows the value of honey 
bees in the seed production of this 
@rop, and indicates that beekeeping 
eould well be adopted in conjunc 
fon with alsike seed production 
against the time when native pollin- 
eting insects may be reduced to 
insufficient numbers.

The King’s Coaches 


Neither of the two principal car- 
riages used in the Royal weeding 
procession was originally intended 
for Royal use. 

The Glass Coach was made in 
1881 by John W. Peters, to the 
order of the Lord Mayor-elect of 
London, Sir Whitaker Ellis. It 
was bought by the Crown in 1911 
for use at the Coronation of King 
George V, and since then dt has 
been used by Royal brides. It is 
ao called because there is rather Jess 
wood in its bodywork than in- the 
other coaches of the Royal Mews. 

It is rather less ornatéthan the 
Irish State Coach, This Coach, 
once the property of a Lord Mayor 
of Dublin, was admired and bought 
by Queen Victoria during a visit to 
Ireland in 1852. It is normally 
used by the King for the opening 
of Parliament. 

The State Coach proper, which 
was built in 1761, weighs four tons 
and is, of course, unsuitable for a 
trotting procession.

How true is the saw that says, 
“the customer is always right?” 
Whatever you may think, there is 
one butcher in Canada who thinks 
that the old saying ‘s bunk—at least 
when it comes to buying meat. — 

This ‘butcher—who shall be name- 
less—appears in the opening scene of 
“Quality Beef’, a new colour film 
produced in 1947 by the National 
Film Board for the federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The Butcher 
deplores the fact. that nowadays very 
few people seem to be able to tell a 
good cut of beef when they see it. 

Butcher Explains 

But our butcher, being the con- 
structive type, doesn’t stop here. He 
makes use of the film to illustrate 
the points you should watch for to 
ensttre that your cut of beef is a good 
one, Red and porous bone and pear- 
ly coloured cartilage indicate that the 
animal was young and tender; 
thickly . fleshed. bones indicate good 
breeding; and adequate—but not too 
much—fat covering the outside of the 
cut show that the animal had been 
well-fed.

In the butcher shops to-day,. more 
and more meat comes stamped with 
red and blue marks. This is a sign 
that the meat has passed through a 
number of rigid inspections by gov- 
ernment food inspectors, both before 
and after slaughter, in the meat-pack- 
ing plants. A health stamp is placed 
on every carcass free from disease, 
and a second, or “quality” stamp. is 
put on soon. after—red for choice 
quality, and blue for good quality. 
The stamp block is a rofling one, and 
‘¢ marks the meat at intervals all 
along its length so that when the 
meat is cut up into wholesale and re- 
tail cuts, the buyer can see the qual- 
ity stamp on every piece. 

“Quality Beef”, then, shows you 
that marking and stamping will help 
you determine the quality of the meat 
you see in your local butcher store.

The vital importance of Euro- 
pean recoverye to the welfare of 
Canada, and the part Canada can 
play in restoring Europe to econo- 
mi- health, were stressed by Syd- 
ney G. Dobson: President of The 
Royal Bank of Canada, at the 
bank’s annual meeting. “Should the 
American continent fail to provide 
what is necessary to save Europe,” 
he said, “the effect on our economy 
would be serious. I mention this 
because it is not generally enough 
realized that Canada depends to the 
extent of 30% of her national in- 


* come upon export trade. In addition 


*« 'ghould be noted that Canada’s ex- 
ports to the Western European 
countries in the last pre-war year 
composed 47% of her total exports, 
a fact which emphasizes the import- 
ance of European recovery to the 
maintenance of Canada’s econom- 
ic health.” 

Mr. Dobson pointed Out that 
Canada had already done much to 
help provide Europe with the ne- 
cessities of life. Canadian exports 
to Europe in 1946 had amounted 
to $932 million. In the past few 
years Canada had provided over 
$2 billion worth of aid to Europe 
in the form of loans, credits and 
gifts. “However, what has been 
done by Canada and other coun- 
tries, has not been enough,” said 
Mr Dobson, “Plans are under way 
which it is hoped will, in the 
course of a few years, permanently 
restore European economic health.” 
The Marshall Plan, “One of the 
happiest suggestions ever made in 
international relations,’ and the 
Geneva trade agreements last No 
vember were, he said, important 
An intel- 
ligent progr mme for North Amer- 
ican participation in the Marshall 
Plan would be! of service to both 
Canada and the United States. 
RECORD OF ACHIEVEMENT 


Canada, said Mr. Dobson, had 
been singularly blessed by Prov- 
idence. Notable progress had beep 
made in both production and trade 
during recent years: and the stand- 
ards of living of the Canadian peo- 
ple had shown marked gains. “Can- 
ada’s foreign trade,” he said 
“reached a new high total in’ the 
first ten months, of 1947, ($4,435,- 
600,000). This was made up of all 
kinds of goods, raw and processed. 

“Seventy-five years ago we ex- 
ported goods to the money value 
of $18 per capita; in 1946 we ex- 
ported goods worth $184 per capita, 
an increase of ten times. Employ- 
ment exceeded five million for the 
first time on record in August last. 
Productivity, too, is: high. Can- 
ada’s national. income increased 
from $3,972 million in 1938 to $9,- 
464 million in 1946. When trans- 
lated into dollars of the same value 
we find the increase to be 97 per 
cent, equal to an addition of $379 
per person per year, 

“T find that (in dollars of the 
same value) the personal income 
of Canadians has increased from 
$361 per capita in 1938 to $603 in 
1946. The total personal expend- 
iture on consumer goods and serv- 
ices amounted to $3,714 million in 
1938 and $5,926 million in 1946, an 
increase of 60 per cent compared 
with our population increase of 10 
per cent. This increase in the 
sum spent on personal consumption 
goods suggests a significant rise 
in’’’ standard of. living.” 


RECIPE FOR PROSPERITY 


These figures, Mr. Dobson said, 
were gratifying and encouraging, 
but two dangers had to be faced 
to maintain present prosperity. 
One danger was the possibility of 
economic collapse in Europe. The 
other was inflation. “Price rises,” 
he said, “make it more necessary 
than ever for us to measure our 
real advance in dollars of constant 
value. The rest of the rise in 
money value is for the most ‘part 
the empty air of inflation. When 
money incomes are excessive re: 
lative to the available supply of 
goods, as they are now, the logical 
way to reduce the pressure on 
prices is to increase the supply of 
goods, We have the physical equip- 


ment to do this, but the human 
factor is needed; a  compctent 
workman secking to ect out of 


hi: machine the whole production 


of which it is capable. I believe 
that what I said a year ago still 
holds’ true. There are. still too 


many people who niake high wages 
and plentiful leisure the greatest 
aims of their lives; still too many 
who believe. that less production 
and more pay per worker is a 
solid base for prosperity. This is,

pay is still a good recipe for pros- 
perity, perhaps the only formula 
‘that Will insure lower prices, a

“Part of our current output, of 
course, is devoted to enlargement 
and replacement of plant and 
equipment, Necessary — replace- 
ments of plant must be made, and 
at times expansion is essential; but 
a strenuous effort must be made 
to limit non-economic expansion 
of construction. Much construction 
is going forward now at costs 50 
igh that ,only continuous prosp- 
¢rity at prese’ levels can make it 
pay, 

CONSERVATION NEEDED 

“Canada’s present — prosperity, 
which is spread so widely in our 
nation, is based upon the develop: 
ment of Canada’s natural resources. 

“Agriculture, because it supplies 
the basic need of men for food, is 
of highest importance. 

“This source of livelihood for 
farmers and of revenue for the 
ccuntry is worth preserving. It 
is becoming recognized that the 
fertility of our .oil is not everlast- 
ing. Fortunatels Canada has an 
opportunity to apply. measures of 
conservation rather than of recla- 
maticn, We must wot wait for 
‘dust Lowls’ to form, or for prairie 
farms to be buried in sand. 

“The same need for conserva- 
tion is found in our forest resour- 
c . More than 27 per cent. of 
the value of our exports stems 
from our forests. 

“Better protection and improved 
cutting practices have . contributed 
in recent yeais toward preservation 
of our forest wealth, but there is 
still a verv heavy anriual loss from 
fire and insects which should be 
substantially reduced, -Forest con- 

~vati... is a ‘must’, z 

“There can be no better example 
of newly created wealth than that 
of our mining industry. Forty 
years ago the total dollar value 
of our mine production in @ year 
was $42 million; in ten years it had 
become $108 million; in the peak 
year 1941, it had reached $395 mil 
lion, The mines have added to 
Canada’s wealth some $12 billion 
since mining statistics were first 
kept. 

“Not much is heard in Canada 
about our fisheries, although they 
give employment to 85,000 persons 
in’ the primary. and processing 
branches, and the investment in 
them amounts to $75 million.

In case you're interested in using 
oil—a la Eskimo—you first take a 
stone and grind and polish it until 
you have converted it into a shallow, 
open dish. Next you gather dried 
moss and fashion it into a wick. 
which you place in your dish. Then, 
you obtain some whale oil, which you 
pour into the dish around your wick. 
And there you are, all set, not only 
to heat your igloo (or skin tent in 
the summer time), but to light it as 
well. , 

Ancient and Modern 


“Eskimo. Summer” also brings to 
light and contrasts the ancient and 
modern in present day Eskimo life. 
Alongside the stone whale-oil lamp 
you will often see a primus stove; 
again, the neighbour of the man who 
uses a primitive fish trap will prob- 
ably be using a white man’s net; and, 
in matters of transportation, diesel- 
powered fishing boats will be seen 
pulled up on shore alongside the old 
fashioned buoyant skin kayaks. 


Staff of Life 


Summer time in the eastern arctic 
is a short but busy season. The bitter 
cold of winter is never far from 
mind, and the men and women work 
feverishly to lay in a supply of food 
for the lean months of blizzard and 
isolation. The menfolk and the older 
boys are constantly busy, trapping 
and spearing fish, and hunting cari- 
bou, white whale, polar bear, seal 
and walrus. The women are kept just 
as busy, drying the fish as fast as 
the men catch them. Another of their

Perhaps the isolation of the Eskimo 
from the rest of the world makes 
them such cheerful, jolly fellows 
when they do manage to come into 
contact with other human beings. 
Such occasions are rare, but are look- 
ed forward to eagerly for months 
ahead. One such occasion is the an- 
nual arrival of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company ship the (“Nascopie”— 
the ship that made this 
trip for so many years — was 
unfortunately wrecked in the 
fall of 1947). In the film we see the 
“Nascopie’ stopping at every settle- 
ment along the coast. The men 
» aboard her, R.C.C.M., doctors, mis- 
sionaries and traders—are all as 
eager to see the Eskimo as the 
Eskimo are to see them. As the ship 
lands, the Eskimo come forward, and 
work manfully unloading the lumber, 
gasoline and traders’ supplies. The 
R.C.M.P. and doctors check on 
health, take out the sick and injured, 
and learn of new problems and diffi- 
culties which have arisen in the lives 
of these copper-skinned natives. 


Yearly Shopping Spree 

The visit to the trading post is an- 
other occasion for cheer and excite- 
ment. Furs are exchanged for wood- 
en sticks, worth fifty cents each, and 
these sticks are regarded as moncy. 
With the sticks the Eskimo buy their 
supplies of rifles, ammunition, traps, 
tea, flour, sugar, clothing, ymatches, 
and even toys for the children.

De you know that after seven years 
of research, it has been found that 
mot only defective eyesight but also 
malnutrition and some chronic in- 
fections have been caused by im- 
7g “4 lighting .in school class rooms? 
PF. W. Warren, a Hamilton architect 
who specializes in the building of 
echools, claims that eye strain ts 
often caused by working in improp- 
erly lighted rooms, and the food of 
which the child partakes, instead of 
serving its proper function in build- 
ing the body, Is used to combat eye 
etrain, and consequently the child 
suffers from malnutrition. 

Class Rooms “Floodlighted” 
The Comley School in Barton 
Township, close to Hathilton, was de- 
signed by Mr. Warren, and in this 
achool the class rooms are “flood- 
lighted” to eliminate shadows, for a 
strong contrast between the light 
coming through a window and the 
ghadow caused by the wall between 
the windows, will cause as much eye 
strain as insufficient light. In this 
school the windows have clear glass 
in the lower section, but in the upper 
section the windows are constructed 
with directional glass blocks, which 
have lens onthe inside. These lens 
divect the light to the ceiling where it 
is reflected to the opposite side of the 
class room. The result is, that instead 
of getting 5 foot candles of light on 
the desks farthest from the windows, 
the desks inthis school receive 25 
foot candiés of light. In most 
schools, blinds are used to cut off the 
gunlight from shining onto the d sks, 
and these keep out the daylight which 
fs wo much required in the class 
rooma, This proiiem is overcome in

Cream Colored “Blackboards” 


Instead of using  blackboards, 
which absorb a great deal of light, 
cream colored armoured glash chalk 
boards are used and the writing is 
done with dark blue chalk. These 
chalkboards are set with a slight 
slope so any reflection from the board 
is deflected over the pupils’ heads. 

Instead of using 3000 watts of in- 
direct incandescent lighting as recom- 
mended by the Hydro, and getting 10 
foot candles of light on the desks, 
1200 watts of fluorescent light in fix- 
tures designed by the architect, give 
% foot candles of Hght on the desks. 

Desks in Curved Rows 


In the Comley School, the desks 
are not set in straight rows, but are 
aet in curved rows, with each desk 
set at an angle of 50 degrees from 


where the class rooms are “floodlighted”, the rows 


the front corner of the class room 
window, so light from the windows 
will not shine in the pupils’ eyes. A 
very cheerful effect has been created 
in the class rooms by painting the 
walls and woodwork with a light 
canary yellow color, with robinegg 
blue trim. 

In a school with proper lighting, 
there should be a reduction in eye 
defects, malnutrition and chronic in- 
fections, and the educational growth 
of the pupils should be 50 per cent 
faster. 

The cost of the Comley School 
which was $16,000 per class room, 
contrasts very favourably with many 
new schools which have cost $20,000 
and more per class room. Instead 
of using expensive acoustic tile for 
sound absorption, correct acoustics 
are obtained in the class rooms by 
using concrete blocks made with 
cinders, which have been painted to 
give light reflection. To keep the 
operating costs to a minimum, all 
windows are double glazed with pull 
gash and the roof is well insulated. 
This school has attracted many 
visitors interested im progressive 
echool architecture.

Something New 
About Guif Stream 


Science seems to spend most of 
its time these days proving that 
things are not what they are sup- 
posed to be. Even such a respect- 
able and long-established institu- 
tion as the Gulf Stream has now 
been to some extent debunked. A 
recent oceanographic expedition has 
discovered that the stream, which 
was always believed to. be about 
100 miles wide, is actually only 15 
miles across. Its coufse is also 
more tortuous than had been hith- 
erto supposed. 

Great Natural Force 

Even thus shrunken, however, the 
Gulf Stream is still one of the 
most important natural forces in 
the world; it has probably done 
more to make possible the civiliza- 
tion in which we live than any 
other one thing. Essentially it is 
an overflow of warm water from 
the seas around the equator, which 
first piles up in the Gulf of Mexico, 
and is then pushed northwards by 
the prevailing winds and the ro- 
tation of the globe. It follows the 
coast of the United ‘States from 
Florida to Maine and then swings 
to the northeast just south of Nova 
Scotia. It crosses the Atlantic and 
fans out along the coast of Europe; 
from Northern Spain to Norway; 
indeed its influence is felt as far 
as Spitzbergen. And whenever it 
cames close to land it determines 
the clirgate along the neighboring 
coasts and far inland as well. 

Influence on Europe 

It is in part due to theGulf Stream 
that the eastern coast of the United 
States possesses the mild climate 
and ample rainfall 
possible jts spectacular develop- 
ment over the last 800 years. But 
its influence on Europe has been 
far more striking. The richest 
and most populous countries of 
that continent lie in surprisingly 
high latitudes. Without the warm: 
ing influence of the Gulf Stream, 
conditions in these countries would 
be very much the same as in the 
corresponding sections of North 
America. The climate of France 
would resemble that of Newfound- 
land: that of the British Isles 
would correspond to Labrador’s; 
while Norway and Sweden, which 
are in the same latitudes as Baffin 
Land, would have ‘equally. Arctic 
conditions. In the inland countries 
of Northern and Central Europe, 
conditions might be even worse, 
as they are in the interior of Un- 
gava. 

Numerous Achievements 

Under such circumstances mo 
culture much higher than that of 
the Eskimos could have developed 
in Northern Europe. That Western 
European type of civilization, which 
dominates most of the world to- 
day, could never have. arisen. In- 
deed, as far as the west is von- 
cerned, civilization would, still be 
confined pretty much to the warm 
Mediterranean lands where it be- 
gan. : 

Altogether the achievements of 
the Gulf Stream are rather consid- 
erable—even if it is only 15 miles 
wide.

‘Birds That Fly.

Under the Water - 


We are all familiar with birds 
that fly in the air, and most of us 
have read ‘or heard of certain 
birds, such as the kiwi and the os 
trich, which cannot fly at. all, 
There is still another kind of fly- 
ing which a fe species of birds 
have mastered, and that is undert 
water flight, writes W. P. Keas- 
bey, in the Christian Science Mon- 
itor. 

Take, for instance, the dipper or 
water ouzels—birds of the cold, 
clear mountain streams of boreal 
and arttic-alpine zones. They are 
slightly smaller than the Amert 
can robin, with plump bodies, stout 


legs, and. short, rounded, very 
concave wings. 
After carefully preening ite 


feathers with “waterproofing” from 
its large oil gland, the dipper rum 
along the stream bottom in searck . 
of insect larvae, small molluset - 
and crustacea, staying under water 
solely by the movements of it 
wings, An interesting experimen 
by Sir John Davy showed tha 
th specific gravity of the dippe 
is only 0.724 or about three-fourth: 
that of water. It is commonly saic 
to fly through the water and thc 
naturalist Coues has stated that it 
“flight below the surface require: 
as continuous effort to keep dows 
as ordinary aerial flight demand 
in order’ that a bird may stay uf 
in the air.”

Among the other birds whict 
use their wings to “fly” under wa 
ter may be mentioned the auklets 
murres, cormorants and penguins 

One penguin stunt is to make

This year—again in the approp- 
riate season—"Ski Skills” is being 
shown on the rural circuit film 
progragimes in the counties of 
Ontario. Although it is a short 
film, it is unique im many ways. 
For instance, from looking at it, 
you would almost swear that the 
camera itself had mounted a pair 
of skis in order to obtain the 
“shots” of the skiers as they round- 
ed the breath-taking curves and 
made the heart-stopping leaps in 
the snows that cover Canada’s ski- 
hills from the Laurentians in the
